recently had the pleasure of 

attending Mastercon XII, the 

VLS-sponsored model show 
near St. Louis, Mo., where I 
heard what is perhaps the best 
reason for joining a modeling 
club. 

Jim Patrick, addressing the 
awards banquet, recounted arriv- 
ing in Ft. Knox, Ky., many years 
ago and asking around about a 
modeling club. A few modelers 
got together periodically, he 
learned, and why didn't he come 
by next time? 

It tumed out the meeting was 
at a private home, and it wasn't like any club meeting he'd 
been to, just a handful of guys sitting around building mod- 
els. Of course, Jim hadn't thought to bring a model. No 
problem — his host dropped a kit in his hands along with 
some supplies and invited the surprised guest to sit down 
and model with the group for the evening. 

Jism, a straight-backed, crew-cut Army tank trainer, 
teased the crowd as he explained the impact it had: “Now, 
Tm not letting about 90 percent of you guys in my house, 
much less giving you a model, but there I was in a 
stranger's house building a model 4e gave me and building 
it with 4zs supplies.” 

That host was Master Sgt. (Ret.) Richard Mitchell, who 
that evening in St. Louis was piling up an almost embar- 
rassing number of awards. Jim relates that Richard is also 
fighting a battle with cancer, and it’s clear Richard is more 
than a friend — better to say an inspiration to Jim and, I'd 
guess, to a majority of attendees at the event. It was 
Richard who also convinced Jim to attend his first 
Mastercon nearly a decade ago. As Jim put it: “That first 
modeling session with those guys — that’s what a modeling 
club and events like Mastercon are really about.”

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Bedford gun carrier 


Unusual techniques bring a rare model to life 


By Lawrence Hansen 


odeling projects sometimes have long 

gestation periods, but Tom Faith’s 
Bedford QL gun portee may hold a record. 
He first encountered the old Peerless kit in 
a modeling magazine review in the late 
1970s. Although the reviewer said the kit 
was difficult to build, Tom was fascinated by 
the high profile of the truck and the detail- 
ing opportunities offered by the large, open 
bed. He acquired one of the kits and left it 
on a shelf — for 20 years. 

The 1/35 scale Peerless kit was one of the 
few plastic models of any Bedford truck 
Manufactured by Vauxhall Motors (a divi- 
sion of General Motors since the 1920s), the 
full-size vehicles were hardly glamorous, but 
they served in a variety of workhorse roles 
for the British army from World War II 
until the 1980s. The “gun portee” (carrier) 
variant of the WW1I-era QL truck was a 
stopgap antitank gun transporter used in 
North Africa. 

By the late-1990s, Tom's modeling skills 
had advanced, and he was ready to tackle the 
Bedford. In the end, he used the kit mostly 
as a set of templates; the only onginal 
Peerless parts in the finished model are the 
frame and the wheels! Tom replaced every- 
thing else with scratchbuilt parts made from 
brass and styrene stock. 

The model was painted with 
Floquil railroad colors, but Tom

mix the colors. He sprayed the base coat, 
then applied additional coats over 1¢ while it 
was still wet and let the colors mix on the 
model. R 

Tom began the weathering process by 
dry-brushing with Tamiya and Polly Scale 
acrylics and artist's oils. He then applied 
pastel chalk dust and ashes from his barbe- 
cue grill. They're just right for simulating 
gray dust, Tom explains, and traces of oil 
from the food cooked over them keep the 
ashes from blowing off the model. 

Tom's model has won awards at many 
national and regional contests. It attracts 
plenty of attention wherever it's displayed 
= as much for the techniques used to” 
build and finish it as for the unique 
subject. FSM : 
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Detailer’s paradise: 
Tom enhanced the 
model's realism with items 
like open doors and compart- 
ments, better fuel tanks, open 
bolt holes in the new sheet-brass 

bed floor, and seat cushions and tarps 
fashioned from tissue paper. 


Twenty years in the making, 
Tom’s rnodel, based on the vin- 
tage 1/35 scale Peerless kit of 
the British antitank-gun-carry- 
ing Bedford truck, was worth 
the wait. Using the kit parts as 
pattern pieces, Tom fabricated 
more accurate parts from 
brass and styrene stock.

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hen you think of the strides we've made in the rela- 

tively new science (or is it art?) of flight, it’s enough 
to make you dizzy. From the sands of Kitty Hawk, that frag- 
ile bundle of steel, spruce, and muslin lifted tentatively into the 
stiff coastal wind and traveled roughly 7mph for 12 seconds. 

But speed, altitude, and distance were not foremost for the 
Wright Brothers; proving the efficacy and controllability of 
the machine was the goal. 

That _ historic 
Flyer, which seems 
fixed in history to 
us, took form only 
briefly between the 
Wrights’ gliders and 
better powered air- 
craft. Even the “or- 
iginal” Flyer was 
modified after rough 
landings, and was 
soon set aside as the 
Wrights quickly de- 
veloped sturdier and \yamwyemremanag 
more sophisticated fly- 
ing machines. 

Once manned, powered flight 
took off, innovations came faster 
than the public could digest them. 
Before many Americans had even 
seen an “aeroplane,” daring World 
War I pilots used the new ma- 
chines for scouting and fighting. 

After the Great War, adven- 
turers attempted and eventually 
succeeded in crossing the oceans . 
by airplane. Public air travel 
became a reality as more efficient and comfortable aircraft 
were produced. Meanwhile, the likes of Lindbergh, Doo- 
little, and Earhart dazzled the world with a succession of 
aeronautical feats. 

Aircraft come of age. The opening and closing acts of 
World War II were cast with aircraft: the Nazi invasion of 
Poland and the decisive Allied bombing campaigns near the 
war's end, Airpower was no longer an adjunct to military 
might; it was a pivotal part.

M onogram’s classic kit of the Wright Fiyer 
(sometimes labeled “Kitty Hawk’) is typical of 
kits first manufactured in the late 1950s. -It’s fairly 
accurate in shape, but somewhat thick and crude. And 
true to the era, the model is in “box scale,” about 1/39, 
alittle too big to fit into.a1/48 scale collection. It has 
been ayailable constantly and appears on hobby shop

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The Wright stuff 


he first controlled flight of a 

manned, heavier-than-air, powered 
aircraft occurred 100 years ago — Dec. 
17, 1903. Orville and Wilbur Wright 
of Dayton, Ohio, hauled their hand- 
built aeroplane to the windy dunes 
near Kitty Hawk, N.C., for a series of 
test flights. 

The first flight from Kill Devil Hill 
was a paltry 12 seconds, spanning just 
120 feet, but more flights the same day 
reached nearly a minute and covered 
as much as 852 feet. 

Driven to fly. The Wright broth- 
ers had been interested in flight since 
their youth. Thanks to lectures from 
their grandfather about the way 
various machines worked, they 
developed a strong interest in such 
mechanisms and dreamed about 
building a machine that could fly 
with a person on board. 

Wilbur began by focusing on 
financing. Building his name as a 
bicycle repairman, he eventually 
moved to repairing broken rotary 
presses and used them to start a 
newspaper. Reports on local events 
drew readers, and he began to accu- 
mulate funds from the paper's sales. 

One day in 1899, while reviewing 
materials by Otto Lilienthal (now 
known as the father of the hang glid- 
er), Wilbur and Orville decided to 
set their sights on building a glider. 
By 1902, the brothers had designed 
and built a superb one. At the same 
time, Wilbur worked on building a 
four-cylinder air-cooled engine based 
on an automobile powerplant. 

Problem solving. The success of 


this engine proved a great step for- 
ward, so their attention shifted to con- 
trolling the craft it would power. The 
Wright brothers’ glider, unlike Lili- 
enthal’s, could not change direction by 
simple weight shifts from the pilot 

The control problem was solved 
with a system that twisted the tips of 
the wings in opposite directions. With 
even a little adjustment, it became pos- 
sible to tum the plane. The Wright 
brothers actually patented this “wing- 
warping” control system. 

The brothers knew that range 
could be extended by carrying more 
fuel, but that increased weight. The 


The control problem was 
solved with a system that 


twisted the tips of the 
wings. 


weight problem was addressed by 
making the craft as light as possible. 
Part of this solution was the omission 
of landing wheels. The craft would 
simply slide along a rail to take off. 
The braces that held the forward ele- 
vator also served as skids for landing. 

December 17, 1903. The 
brothers named their completed air- 
craft the F/yer and with great hopes 
began tests. The rail was placed on a 
sloped sandy beach. With the help of 
friends, the plane was mounted on a 
track dolly. 


The brothers decided to take turns 
flying the aircraft, Orville was the 
first to fly. The engine was started 
Orville, lying on his belly, took the 
controls, while Wilbur steadied the 
right wing. When Wilbur released his 
grip, the Fier slid down the rail and 
took to the air. 

The Wrights flew four times that 
day. Man's journey towards conquer- 
ing the skies had begun. 

Beyond Kittyhawk. In May 
1904, the Wrights completed Fiyer 
TZ, which had an improved wing 
design. A weight-and-derrick cata- 
pult system was used to help launch 

the Flyer IT in less windy locales. 
The Flyer III, developed in 1905, 
is generally regarded as the world’s 
first practical airplane, achieving a 
flight of 38 minutes. Sadly, despite 
the revolutionary importance of the 
Wrights’ work, the U. S. govern- 
ment showed little interest. When 
England, France, and Germany rec- 
ognized their patents in 1908, the 
Wrights were able to license the 
technology to other aircraft builders. 

The U.S. Army finally took an 
interest and began testing one of the 
Wrights’ planes in 1909, giving birth 
to the American ayiation industry.

“Ah, 2 model of the SR-71A Blackbird!” 

“No, it’s not.” 

“What do you mean ‘it’s not’? That is an SR-71A!” 
“Nope” 


hile most people recognize the Blackbird, few realize the 

SR-71A was the third and final version of Lockheed’s 
radical “multi-mach” monster. The initial version was dubbed 
the A-12. 

Modeling the first Blackbird. This is not a difficult con- 
version, but to make it easier, you really need two kits, The A-12 
had some features of the SR-71A, and some of the YF-12A. It 
made sense to marry the Italeri kits of these two (also found in 
Testor boxes), Testor also made them in 1/48 scale, so the work

on this model is also applicable to the 1/48 scale kits, Yes, this 
means one model from two kits, and there is plenty of wasted 
styrene, but the work saved is worth the expense, 

The A-12's rear fuselage was like that of the YF-12A; it 
ended at the trailing edge of the wing, 1, but it did not have the 
YF-12A’s ventral folding fin and stabilizers, 2, However, the 
forward fuselage of the YF-12A had abbreviated “chincs” (the 
sharp streamlined edges that blended into the wings), a large 
radome, 3, missile bays in the forward fuselage, 4, and a slight- 
ly raised two-seat crew compartment. 

The SR-71A had full-length chines and a lowered crew 
compartment, but the rear fuselage extended aft of the trailing 
edge of the wing, If 1 had used only the SR-71A kit, the rear 
fuselage wouldn't be easy to fix. The obvious combination was to 
use Italeri’s YF-12A rear fuselage (with wings molded on) with 
the front end of the Italeri SR-71A.

Oxcart: Lockheed’s A-12 


Lockheed’s mysterious U-2 was thought to be untouch- 
able cruising above 60,000 fect, but minds changed when 
Francis Gary Powers was shot down over the Soyiet Union 
May 1, 1960. 

The CIA needed a spyplane that was truly untouchable, 
and the answer was a Mach 3 jet that could soar above 
80,000 feet. 

“Project Oxcart” was the code name for the develop- 
ment of this incredible craft. Lockheed’s Skunkworks, 
under the direction of Kelly Johnson, came up with the rad- 
ical twin-engine design that included many titanium parts 
and the top-secret stealthy attributes to make it nearly 
undetectable and unreachable. The initial production ver- 
sion was dubbed A-12. 

Public discoyery of the Blackbird (as the entire family 
came to be known) was inevitable, so to cover the secret 
reconnaissance mission of the new aircraft, the high-speed, 
high-altitude fighter version, then under development as

The A-12 first flew April 25, 1962, but it wasn’t until 
May 31, 1967, that the CIA spyplane flew its first opera- 
tional mission over North Vietnam. The production run of 
A-12s was only 13. Two more were built as M-21 two- 
seaters for the ill-fated “Project Tagboard” Operation. They 
were equipped to carry and launch D-21 drones, but one of 
the carrier aircraft was lost when a launch went awry. 

Of the 15 A-12s, nine survived and most of them are on 
public display at museums and air parks, — Paul Boyer 


Paul's first task was to eliminate the mount for the YF-12A\s folding ventral fin. He used 
gap-filling super glue to fill, and sanding sticks to smooth the area.

Paul 
found out too late that the refueling hatch should be about 3/." forward of this location 


for the A-12. Oh well! 


T still had to fill the holes for the ven- 
tral fin hinges. I dispatched them all with 
gap-filling super glue and sanding sticks, 
5. That was easy. 

Not so easy was the forward end. 1 
glued the canopies in place with liquid 
cement, then filled the seams around the 
rear canopy with gap-filling super glue set 
with accelerator, 6. I should have left the 
front canopy off so it wouldn't be dam- 
aged by the sanding of the rear-canopy 
seams, but I’m still learning this hobby, 

After painting the cockpit and seat, I 
installed them between the upper and 
lower forward fuselage halves, then glued 
that assembly to the rear fuselage, 

The pointy end. Looking at the air- 
craft from above, the A-12’s chines taper 


more sharply — almost in straight lines — 
rather than the curved edges of the 
SR-71’s chines. I didn’t have scale draw- 
ings to work from, so I recontoured the 
left chine with sanding sticks while 
studying photos. Compare the subtle dif- 
ferences to the unchanged right side, 7. 
When I was satisfied, 1 repeated the 
process on the right side. 

I found out too late that the refueling 
hatch on the SR-71 was further aft than 
the one on the A-12. The best way to fix 
that would be to cut out a section of the 
spine that includes the hatch and the area 
forward, cut that section in half, and swap 
ends. I didn’t do this to my model, but if 
you want to be dead-on accurate, you'll 
want to correct this, 


While trying to thin out the bottom of the 
nose, Paul ground through the plastic. He 
patched the hole with thick sheet styrene 
and gap-filling super glue. 


I noticed in reference photos that the 
nose of the A-12 forward of the cockpit 
wasn't as deep as the nose of the SR-71. I 
started to grind away at the bottom of the 
Blackbird’s chin with a coarse sanding 
stick, but it wasn't long before I cut right 
through the plastic. Great! Now what? 

The only way to fix it would be to 
insert a patch from the inside and fill and 
sand the gaping hole. I enlarged the hole 
and fished in a thick strip of styrene; I 
had glued a handle of styrene strip to it, 
then when the patch was anchored, I sim- 
ply broke the handle off. Gap-filling 
super glue and sanding sticks smoothed 
out the plastic surgery, 8. You can see the 
difference in depth compared with an 
unfinished Hasegawa SR-71, 9. 
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Not-all-black Blackbird. The re- 
maining changes to the appearance of the 
A-12 were executed with paint. When 
the A-12 first flew, it was in natural metal 
with no markings. Later, black paint was 
applied to the aircraft's secret stealthy 
chines and leading edges to help hide 
their angular construction. I thought that 
looked pretty sharp, so that's how I paint- 
ed my model. 

First, I masked the single canopy and 
windscreen with Bare-Meral Foil, then 
airbrushed the entire model with 
Tamiya gloss black acrylic. After allow- 
ing it to cure for 48 hours, I masked the 
areas to remain black with painter's blue 
masking tape and sprayed the rest of the 
model with Alclad II aluminum. This 
created a darkish metallic that looked 
just right for the A-12. I later masked 
around a few other panels and accented 
them with lighter and darker shades of 
Testor Metalizer. 

The markings were easy, just national 
insignias and “U.S. Air Force” on the fuse- 
lage (What? You thought it would have 
read “Central Intelligence Agency?”), 
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The finished A-12 nose is much thinner than the Hasegawa SR-71A nose. 


and serial numbers on the rudders. There 
were no insignias or walkways on the 
wings, unlike the later SR-71As. 

Lused the decals from the Testor box- 
ing of the SR-71A. I had two sets of 
decals, and between them, I could get 
nearly all the serial numbers I needed. I 
flipped over a 5 to become a 2, and | over- 
laid an inverted 3 over another to make 
an 8. I could have robbed a number sheet, 
but decided to work with what I had. 

It appears these markings were applied 
over a bluish primer, so I airbrushed a 
couple of coats of Gunze Sangyo “smoke 
blue” onto solid silver trim decal and let it 
set for two days. Then I applied the 
markings to the trim decal, and when 
they had dried, I carefully cut out rectan- 
gles and applied them to the model. 

The landing gear was basically the 
same as that on the SR-71A. The main 
tires were impregnated with aluminum 
(to dissipate heat), so flat aluminum for 
the bays, struts, wheels, and main tires 
was in order. I hand-brushed the nose- 
gear tires with flat dark gray. 

After a final coat of clear flat over the 


entire model, I peeled away the foil masks 
on the canopy, and the model was done. 
There. Now, who can argue that this is 


your everyday Blackbird? Fsm

Breathing new life into DMLs kit as 


qa Canadian-service Sherman Story and photos by Brian Penny 
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A few straightforward modifications 
helped model an unusual Sherman variant 
using DMUs kit. 


he M4A4 was a welded-hull version of 

the Sherman medium tank, powered 
by Chrysler's unusual A57 multibank 
engine. Assembled from five Chrysler 
engines, the powerplant’s massive size 
crowded the Sherman's engine compart- 
ment while its mechanical complexity 
made maintenance difficult, After it was 
evaluated by a review board, the M4A4 
was deemed unacceptable for overseas 
Service with the U.S, Army, 
FE The model wasn't abandoned, though.

Brian repositioned the drive sprocket to eliminate any track-sag problems Wanting to 
pose the Sherman’s hatches in the open position, he scratchbuilt basic interior details 


from sheet styrene. 


The turret opening was 
modified slightly to accept the cast-resin CMD turret 


An excellent maintenance training 
program was set up, and the British-des- 
ignated Sherman V earned an excellent 
service record and saw action in all major 
theaters of operation. 

I love modeling Canadian-used vehi- 
cles, so I decided to model an M4A4 
using DMUs 1/35 scale M4A4 kit (No. 
6035). The kit has some inaccuracies, but 
I was convinced I could improve things 
with careful research and a little extra 
work. 

Lower hull. My first step was to cor- 
rect the lower hull. It should be shortened 
at the rear by 4mm, bringing the edge 
even with the outer rim of the central 


underside maintenance panel. There are 
two reasons for this: The idler shouldn't 
extend beyond the rear tip of the upper 
hull, and the lower-hull back plate should 
be 15mm from the lower edge of the 
upper-hull back plate. 

Next, I fit the back plate, idler sup- 
ports and suspension. The rear exhaust 
deflector must be moved back 4mm to 
compensate for the shorter hull length 
and it should rest against the upper-hull 
back plate. I strengthened the assembly 
by adding 4mm-wide strips of styrene. I 
used .010" styrene to make the triangu- 
lar supports that join the deflector and 
the back plate, as well as the sand-shield

supports. A few Grandt Line nuts and 
bolts add detail to the scratchbuilt parts. 

To modify the model's nose section, I 
first cut off the towing lugs. Then I 
reshaped the flanges so the straight por- 
tion at the top would extend to the first 
bolt head. When I installed the splash 
guard, I sanded it down so it would be 
even with the top edge of the flanges. 

To insure a straight upper track run, 
the center of the sprocket should be 
18mm off the ground when the vehicle is 
on its road wheels. I’ve seen built-up 
models with unrealistic looking track sag 
and I didn’t want this on my model. 

I started by sanding off the kit’s molded- 
on covers, then discarded the differential 
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OO , 


gear housings. I used the covers, hous- 
ings, and sprockets from a Tamiya M4 
donor kit. 

I adjusted the height of the sprocket, 
then installed the housings, filling the 
gaps with putty. The result was a better- 
looking nose without any track-sag 
problems, 1.1 always build my tanks with 
the hatches open, so I added a little 
scratchbuilt detail inside the hull. 

Upper hull. The kit's upper hull is 
not bad, but it can be improved. First, I 
eliminated the upward kink of the turret 
guard by sanding it down until it was 
even with the outer tips of the driver's and 
co-drivers hoods. Next, I modified the 
shape of the hoods to give them a sharp-

er inward angle. I shaved a little off the 
sides using a hobby knife. I also added the 
cutouts, which are typical on these hoods. 
Then I packed the sides with a ridge of 
epoxy putty. 

All of the weld seams on the glacis, as 
well as the one around the turret guard, 
were replaced with textured ridges of 
Squadron green putty, I filled all the tool- 
locating holes and replaced the kit tools 
with some from my spares box. Pho- 
toetched-brass straps and tie-downs 
added detail. The hatches were detailed 
with periscopes, which also came from 
my spares box. 

I detailed the rear-hull stowage box 
with styrene-strip brackets. I filed off the

molded-on brackets on the hull back 
plate, then added the small first-aid box 
and supports for the deep wading gear 
under the stowage box, 2. 

The turret. The most disappointing 
part of the kit is the turret, so I decided to 
use the cast-resin CMD 75mm dry- 
stowage turret instead. This is a nicely 
detailed piece, but I did add some detail 
to the commander's ring and hatch. In 
addition, I put four-inch smoke genera- 
tors on the right side. The aerial mounts 
are from the Dragon kit, 3. 

I painted the model with Testor 
Model Master enamels. I used olive drab 


(No. 1711) and green drab (No. 1787) for 


the base coat, then sealed it with flat 
acrylic varnish. When it was dry, I gave 
the model a turpentine-based wash of 
raw umber artist's oil paint followed by 
some dry-brushing. 

I dry-brushed my model in multiple 
steps. First I accentuated the basic geo- 
metric shape of the vehicle using lighter 
complementary shades of the base color. I 
followed this with highlighting in white, 
then added a little earth-tone weathering 
to give the vehicle a used look, 4. 

Markings. The markings represent 
tactical and formation signs of the South 
Alberta Regiment, which was the recon- 
naissance regiment attached to the 4th 


Canadian Armored Division. The Ca- 
nadian markings are available through 
IPMS Canada. 

I made the troop-number marking on 
the turret using dark green decal film. I 
cut out the circular surround using 
ting compass and pieced the troop 
number together from strips of the same 
decal film, 5. 

Asa Sherman fan, I really enjoyed this 
project. Although I made numerous cor- 
rections, each one was quite simple and a 
good test of my modeling skills. The

he toughest part about 

building a diorama with 

figures is getting started on 

the right foot. The plan- 
ning you do before you open a 
bottle of paint or place a drop of 
glue can make the difference 
between creating an OK diorama 
and a great one. Without making 
this article sound too much like an 
art school course, I'd like to share a 
few basic design tricks that will 
give your dioramas an extra 
edge of realism. 


The setting must mir- 
ror the time when the 
figure “existed” (or 
exists). You may show 
the figure doing some- 
thing, but contrary to 
what modelers 
(and contest judges!) 
think, telling a specific 
story isn’t essential to 
having an authentic,

integrated diorama. If you decide to tell a 
story, however, make sure it is well 
thought out and clear. 

Prop it up. Before building begins, 
decide on historically accurate details — I 
like to call them “props” — that will sup- 
port the figure. Base your choices on 
thorough research; inaccurate props are a 
dead giveaway of poor ch. 

My project is a mini-diorama built 
around a French Foreign Legion captain 


figure made by the now-defunct Chota 
Sahib company. It depicts a triumphant 
Legionnaire in Algiers in 1957 guarding 
a horde of weapons seized from National 
Liberation Army fighters. The building 
came from part of a Verlinden Middle 
East ruin, and the props include barbed 
Wire, wire cutters, satchels made from 
epoxy putty, Ai weapons, and a 
scratchbuilt crate of U.S. World War II- 
vintage grenades, 1.

To add to the sense of place, I convert- 

ed a Historex sword into a scimitar, 2, the 
long, curved sword used by Muslim war- 
fiors. I included it to underscore the 
sinister nature of the warfare. It’s been the 
archetypical weapon of the Middle East 
since antiquity, and it helped get my idea 
across ly. 
Arrange the space. During con- 
struction, it’s important to pay special 
attention to how the props are arranged 
on the base. The goal is to make every- 
thing in the scene — figure, props, and 
groundwork — work together. In my 
vignette, I placed the building fragment 
at an angle to the base (see the diorama 
floor plan). Lining up objects parallel to 
the sides of the base will draw attention 
away from the figure. You're working in 
three dimensions, so consider how the 
object will look when viewed from all 
angles: front, back, and each side.

in nearly pristine condition with squared 
sides and corners. I reworked the right 
side and the left wing with a motor tool 
so that from any viewing angle, the build- 
ing is asymmetrical and unassuming, It’s 
large but it doesn’t dominate. Battle dam- 
age and bullet pock-marks also make its 
surface less uniform. 

Eliminating symmetry, however, can 
upset the balance of weight in the scene. 
The left mass of the building is heavier 
than the right side because of the 
destroyed corner, so I restored the balance 
by adding the cache of captured weapons 
on the right side, 3. This process of 
killing symmetry and creating balance 
must be repeated on the front, back, and 
sides until a harmonious scene is created. 
Keeping this concept in mind will pre- 
vent you from adding unnecessary props. 

Figure it out. I made sure the 
Legionnaire figure itself was balanced. 


Avoid open corners and stretches of ‘The original casting came with a left arm 


space that need to be filled with addition- 
al objects. Don’t put anything, especially 
the figure, exactly in the center of the 
base. Putting it off-center makes the 
design less predictable. 

Symmetry attracts attention to itself, 
so avoid making one side of the diorama 
or the figure exactly like the other. As it 
came from the box, the bombed-out 
building in the Legionnaire vignette was 
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holding a walkie-talkie, I replaced the 
arm with another arm resting akimbo on 
his side, 4, to bring out his confident atti- 
tude and visually balance the weapon in 
his right hand, 5. It also helped to break 
up the symmetrical space of the door 
frame around him. Prominently situated 
in front of the building but well off-cen- 
ter and framed in the doorway, the 
Legionnaire appears far more imposing.

Group but don’t join. Grouping 
objects ties the scene into a unified whole, 
but to avoid recreating symmetry, I group 
items in odd numbers. Single items and 
objects in threes and fives work better 
than multiples of two, However, I make 
sure the odd-numbered groups of items 
balance well. Similar objects close togeth- 
er start to seem like a single, big item. 
Groups that form closed shapes or lead 
the eye to connect them with invisible 
lines will be perceived by the viewer as 
one big object. 

I grouped the three Enfield rifles to 
balance the lonely scimitar on the left 
(odd numbers balancing). The unique 
design and bright silver color of the scim- 
itar counteracts the effect of the three 
drab Enfields. The rifles are again bal- 
anced by the Thompson submachine 
gun, which also fills the vacant right cor- 
ner. Some small satchels and a set of wire 
cutters fill the left front corner. Barbed 
wire behind the figure, 6, breaks up the 
symmetry in the rear of the vignette with- 
out drawing too much attention. 

You'll see these principles in practice 
on the winning figure vignettes and dio- 
ramas at model shows. It takes a while to 
master them, but applying them to your 
own work will pay off in more striking, 
life-like figures and dioramas. rsm

Label maker tape 

Masking and painting the canopy frame- 
work is a critical step with aircraft 
modeling. Do it correctly, and it'll make 
the model, but do it sloppily and it'll 
spoil the model’s appearance. 

T've found a good way to avoid mask- 
ing and painting canopies. For my F-84 
project (above), 1 covered the canopy 
framework with self-adhesive tape from 


my Casio Label Maker. The Label

Maker kit comes with white, black, silver, 
and orange tapes. It’s thin and easy to 
place properly. 5 

1 cut the silver tape into thin strips, 
removed its backing, and applied it to the 
canopy. 

Tf I need a color other than what's 
provided, I lightly sand the surface of the 
tape and paint it whatever color I need. 
When the paint’s dry, I cut the tape and 
apply it to the model.

Candy-bar metal foil 
Snack-size Kit Kat candy bars come 
wrapped in a rectangle of foil that makes 
a great self-adhesive metal foil for your 
models. I've used it to detail and mask 
model parts with great success. 

After unwrapping (and eating) the 
candy bar, flatten the foil on a smooth 
surface. Using a sharp hobby knife,

scrape a little foil from its wax-paper 
backing at one corner. Working slowly 
and carefully, you can then separate the 
entire foil sheet from the backing, expos- 
ing its sticky, adhesive-covered side. 
From here, the foil works just like reg- 
ular self-adhesive metal foil. Apply a 
larger-than-needed piece to the area to 
be covered, press it in place, then trim the 
excess away with a sharp hobby-knife 
blade. Finally, use a tissue or cotton swab 
to burnish the foil.

I used the red sheet to make 
engine-intake covers for my Hawker 
Petes (above). I cut the foam to shape, 
compressed it slightly, and inserted it 
into the model before letting it expand 
and hold itself in place. 


It's also handy for covering hard-to- 
mask areas, such as radial engines and 
landing-gear bays, during airbrushing. A 
pack of several sheets was less than $4.

Hasegawa’s Jumbo Jeep 


Ee before World W2r II, U.S. mili- 
tary leaders requested a small light- 
weight vehicle that could cravel almost 
anywhere. Though both Ford and Willys 
Overland were designing such vehicles, 
the Bantam car company was the only 
one to build a prototype before the dead- 
line. Generals liked Bantam's design, but 
felt that the shaky company could not 
produce enough vehicles, so Willys and 
Ford developed similar prototypes. 

The Anny liked Willys’ best, especial- 
ly its four-cylinder engine. Willys received 
the contract, but it turned out that even it 
was not able to produce enough vehicles, 
so Ford started producing the jeep, too. 

Where the name “jeep” came from is 
still a mystery. Perhaps it was a phonetic 
version of the designation GP (for gener- 
al purpose); perhaps it was named after a 
popular character with amazing capabil- 
ities in E.C. Segar’s “Thimble Theater” 
comic strip, Eugene the Jeep.

I like to assemble as much of a kit as J 
can before painting, but the engine and 
its compartment were a challenge. I start- 
ed with the motor and built it pretty 
much as the instructions show, but | 
would have been better off painting the 


The engine is quite 
detailed and accurate, lacking only the 
wiring and fucl lines. One disappoint- 
ment: Many of the engine parts have hol- 
low bottoms, noticeable if you pick up the 
model and look from below, 

| started building subassemblies, plan- 
ning to bring them together when I had 
painted them, I used Tamiya acrylics to 
paint the model. I painted the whole 
engine assembly medium gray, then 
picked out the various components in the 
appropriate colors. The chassis and all of 
the body parts were painted olive drab, 
lightened with 30-percent desert yellow. 
The seat cushions were dry-brushed with 
desert yellow to lighten them and 
enhance the detail. 

T added the decals over a brushed-on 
coat of Future floor polish while the kit 
was still in subassemblies. The decals 
responded well to Micro Sol and even the 
large hood star snuggled down over the 
detail. Everything was then given a coat 
of Polly Scale clear flat. 

When they were dry, I brought the 
subassemblies together. To ensure every- 
thing aligns properly on the suspension, 
the axles mount to the frame on pegs 
rather than being supported by the 
springs. The most noticeable difference 
between the Willys and Ford Jeeps was 
the style of the frame's first main cross 
member, The Willys’ cross member is 
tubular, while on a Ford it is a U channel. 
Hasegawa's jeep is the Willys version.

Ithough similar to the venerable 
HH-60 Blackhawk, the SH-60B is 
an altered airframe strengthened for ship- 
bore use.

The left cockpit and right cabin doors 
can be posed open or closed, and the 
rotor blades can be either extended for 
flight or folded for storage. Two decal 
options are provided, one U.S. Navy and 
one Japanese Air Self Defense Force. 

Cockpit detail is mediocre, Although 
tail-rotor pedals, cyclic sticks, and collec- 
tives are supplied, the front seats have 
only a simple representation of harnesses. 
The weakest part of the cockpit is that 
decals are provided for the instrument 
panel, console, and overhead panels. In 
1/72 scale, decal panels are OK, but 
they're too featureless for 1/48 scale. 

The detail in the aft cabin is good, but 
the seats lack belts and, again, decals are 
provided for the MAD gear operator's sta- 


tion. The detail on the sonobuoy dispenser 
is excellent, however, and looks nice 
through the open door when finished. 

Assembly of the fuselage halves is 
tricky, as there are no positive locators 
(pins or shelves) for the cockpit and cabin 
floors. The fuselage halves don't fit along 
the long bottom seam, perhaps because I 
misplaced the cabin floor. Also, the open- 
ing for the door on the right side allows 
the fuselage to flex too much, complicat- 
ing the fit of adjoining parts. I spent a lot 
of time fitting the windscreen. 

Most small parts fit well, except for 
the engine intakes, which needed a lot of 
sanding and filing for a decent fit. The 
long seams in the curved exhaust nozzles 
are hard to fix. Most of the small antenna 
bulges and bumps fit well with little or no 
filler needed, though. I had to use filler 
between the weapons pylons and the 
fuselage. I left the steps, mirrors, wheels, 
and pitot tubes off until after painting, 

Italeri’s recommended camouflage 
colors don't match references, I used the 
correct grays, FS 36495 (bottom), FS 
36375 (sides), and FS 36320 (top). The 
decals were a little thick, but went on 
nicely and responded well to Micro-Sol, 

The last steps were adding all the 
small parts and the windows. The clear 
parts are well molded, but fitting them 
into their openings took some additional 
scraping and filing. The main windscreen 
framing is lightly engraved, and it’s diffi- 
cult to pick out when masking for paint-

ing. The open door to the cockpit lacks 
interior detail. I like the folded rotor 
option, and it works well. It also saves 
space on my display shelf! 

Italeri’s SH-60B captures the insect- 
like appearance of the real chopper. All of 
the bumps and bulges make it look seri- 
ously functional. 


I would recommend this model only 
to modelers with experience handling fit 
problems, My 30 hours on the Project 
produced a fine-looking replica of the 
Navy's workhorse helicopter. Just like an 
A-10 Warthog, the Seahawk looks so 
ugly it’s almost cute.

Fe the last few Formula One racing 
seasons, the Williams BMW team has 
presented the biggest challenge to the 
champion Ferrari team. In 2002, the 
Williams team finished second in the 
constructors championship, and Juan 
Pablo Montoya and Ralf Schumacher 
finished third and fourth (respectively) in 
the drivers points, right behind Ferrari 
and its drivers. 

The 2002 Williams BMW FW24 is 
the 55th kit in Tamiya’s 1/20 scale Grand 
Prix series, This 172-piece kit comes 
flawlessly molded in white, black, and 
clear plastic. It has four excellent rubber 
tires, three tiny screws, four poly caps, a 
sheet of copper/silver foil, five metal 
transfers, and more. The instruction sheet 
is well laid out and easy to follow, espe-

The removable undertray, wheels, and 
nosecone allow displaying the model 
stripped down in a pit or garage setting. 
The kit even includes two pit stands. 

Tamiya’s Williams is practically trou- 
blefree, but it still takes some precise 
building to get the ultimate results. For 
example, I failed to get the engine onto 
the monocoque perfectly square. It was 
off by only a couple of degrees, but that 
nearly prevented mounting the undertray, 
because holes did not match up perfectly 
for their screws. 

The brake assemblies impressed me. 
Tamiya has devised a system that allows 
the rotors to turn within the calipers. This 
adds to the realism, and makes them eas-

All of the suspen- 
sion arms for the car are molded thin, but 
they are strong and have no problem 
holding the model’s weight. 

The wheels are accurate OZ. racing 
units, and the tires have the appropriate 
number of grooves. The markings for the 
tre sidewalls are supplied as unique dry/ 
wet transfers that take some care to align 
perfectly. 

The bodywork is broken down the 
same way as the real car, and the edges of 
the parts are realistically thin. Tamiya has 
molded faint guidelines onto the surface 
of the body to aid in the masking the blue 
and white sections. I used the recom- 
mended Tamiya spray colors, TS-26 pure 
white and TS-51 racing blue, but I used 
TS-55 dark blue under the racing blue to 


make it a bit deeper, Decals are supplied 
for the silver striping that divides the blue 
and white, as well as for all the markings 
on the inside and outside of the model. 

The cockpit is relatively simple; many 
of the fine details are to be painted. The 
harness is represented by two plastic 
moldings, but a fabric and photoetched 
metal set would look better. The cockpit 
must be assembled and installed before 
the monocoque halves are glued together 
and finished, much as an airplane kit. 
Careful masking keeps the finish coats 
from getting inside. 

When finished, the model looked just 
right. I recommend it to experienced 
modelers who want to stretch their skills, 
yet still build a fine-looking model.

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decals include three flying boats of the 
RFC, and one in Chilean markings. Paint 
colors are named and coded to Humbrol 
paint numbers. 

Before starting this model, I studied 
the instructions and references (Windsock 
Datafile No. 82, Felixstowe F2A), and 
drilled holes for the rigging with a No. 
80 bit. I built the wings first and decided 
to reinforce each three-piece, butt-joint- 
ed wing with wire pins in drilled holes. 1 
also constructed a crude jig to set the 
subtle one-degree dihedral of both wings’ 
outer panels. Each joint was glued with 
plastic cement and further reinforced 
with super glue 

This was a good time to paint and 
decal the wings. Optional ailerons are 
provided, and you have to decide which 
ones go with the proper decals. The 
decals in my sample kit fell apart, so I 
applied Microscale Liquid Decal Film 
to rescue the remaining markings. I 
applied each to a puddle of Future floor 
polish, which helped them stick and 
snuggle down. 

Painting subassemblies is the way to 
go with complicated biplanes, so I built 
the fuselage hull and painted the blue and 
white crazy-quilt scheme and then paint- 
ed all the struts.

The engines are kits in themselves. 
Fit is crucial, and you have to be careful 
as there are no locating pins. Be careful, 
too, when removing the tiny parts from 
the sprues as they are easily damaged 
and lost. 

Installing the wing struts is obviously 
complicated, but what is not mentioned 
in the instructions is that both wings 
have a four-degree angle of incidence 
and no stagger. I built another simple jig 
to hold the proper wing attitude, resting 
the trailing edges on the work surface. I 
glued the struts to the lower wing, then 
attached the rigging to the upper wing 
and let everything set. I used colored 
one-pound-test monofilament. The box 
art shows double wires running from the 
tops of the engine braces to the bottom 
of the center struts, but they should be 
single wires. 

Four V struts hold the bearing braces 
for each engine. I first glued the engines 
to the braces, then the lower V struts on 
the wing. Next, I placed the engine 
assembly on the V struts. When that was 
set, I carefully put the upper V struts in 
place. I delayed installing the inside 
engine support struts until after the 
wing and hull were joined and rigged. 
There are more fore and aft wires to 


connect under each engine to the lower 
struts than shown in the instructions. 

Before attaching the hull, I rernoved 
the top and added the interior details, 
The copilot's seat does not have a back or 
arms as it should. 

Some adjustment was Necessary to 
make the horizontal tailplane struts fit 
properly. Rigging the tailplane control 
wires was tricky as all six cables split and 
branched out. 

Now for the big test: Step 22 ... could 
the wing assembly be installed square 
with the hull? I positioned the wing, 
checked that it was square, glued it in 
place, then added the upper deck and the 
two central struts, Switch them around: 
18D should go forward, 15D to the rear. 
In the end, the wing fit as it should ... 
and I could wipe the sweat from my brow. 
The final details were adding propellers, 
guns, and windscreens. 

I used several brands of enamels to 
paint the model — what I had on hand. 

I spent more than 50 hours on my 
Felixstowe, and the result was a fine 
model. The small parts, complicated 
assembly, alignment challenges, and com- 
plex rigging place Roden's flying boat 
squarely in the “for experienced modelers” 
category.

Te Bf 109K was the ultimate “109.” It 
had the best top speed of any 109 vari- 
ant (452 mph) and was flown by several 
veteran Luftwaffe fighter units in the final 
European air battles of World War II. 

CraftWorks’ new Bf 109K adds to the 
limited number of 1/32 scale 109s. The 
main components are beautifully molded 
in cream-colored resin. The wing is a sin- 
gle casting, and the fuselage is one large 
central section with the cockpit hollowed 
out, The fin and lower cowling are mold- 
ed separately. 

Smaller detail parts are produced in 
resin, white metal, photoetched brass and 
steel, wire, and plastic rod. Optional wing 
guns for the proposed K-6, a four-bladed 
spinner for the follow-on K-14, and a 
pilot figure are provided. 

I built the cockpit first. The pho- 
toetched instrument panel with its 
photo-film backing looks convincing. 
The “office” detail is extensive, capturing 
the busy nature of this aircraft. A good 
portion of the detail is featured on two 
cockpit-side panels, I spent considerable 
time painting and test-fitting these parts,

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Good fit is required here to avoid prob- 
lems mating the fuselage to the wing. I 
didn’t sand the side panels enough and 
had trouble installing the other elements. 
The seat harness is photoetched brass. 

I sanded away some mold flash to 
install the wing to the fuselage. My sam- 
ple had tiny air bubbles in the leading 
edge of the wing and along the bottom of 
the fuselage. I filled them with super glue 
and sanded them smooth. The wing/ 
fuselage joint was OK at the front and 
back, but the fuselage was narrow at the 
mid-point of the wing root. I filled the 
area with epoxy putty and carefully 
blended the putty to the contours while it 
was still pliable. 

There was a significant gap at the rear 
of the separate lower cowl, so I filled it 
with a combination of epoxy putty and 
gap-filling super glue. The spinner is 
neatly molded, effectively capturing the 
correct contours of this often-incorrect 
item. The propeller blades are molded 
separately. 

The ailerons, flaps, elevators, and rud- 
der are separate parts, too — a nice touch 
for displaying a parked 109. When I 
checked the fit of the rudder, I noticed 
the fin’s rudder line was a few degrees 
swept back from vertical. But once the 
rudder was installed, this was not very 
noticeable. 

The landing gear comprises white- 
metal struts and resin wheels. I had to 
drill deeper holes in the wing to accept 
the gear pins, and did the same in the 
fuselage for the tail wheel. This produced 
a solid fit to help support the heavy 
model. I glued the gear with a combina- 
tion of epoxy putty and super glue. 


Optional parts are provided for the sel- 
dom-used main-gear wheel-well doors 
and for portraying open tail-wheel doors. 

Moskit-brand metal exhaust pipes are 
added after installing the upper and lower 
photoetched heat shields. The pipes add a 
realistic appearance to the model. 

A pair of basic vacuum-formed 
canopies are provided, along with a male 
mold should you need to make more on 
your own. There is no external framing 
molded on, but separate internal frames 
are provided in the kit. I had trouble get- 
ting the canopy to fit over them, so I left 
them out and used painted tape for the 
external framing. I’ll try to figure out a 
better solution later. 

I painted my model with Gunze Sang- 
yo Aqueous Hobby Colors’ late-war Luft- 
waffe acrylic paints. Prior to painting | 
used Gunze’s special aerosol resin primer. 

CraftWorks’ large decal sheet is 
jammed with markings for six 109Ks and 
bonus decals for a Bf 109G-10. The 
decals were extremely thin and fragile. I 
destroyed several during application and 
had to replace them with spares. 

There are a number of good Bf 109K 
references available, though some are out 
of print. I used John R. Beaman Jr.’s Last 
of the Eagles and JaPo Publications’ 
Messerschmitt Bf 109K Camouflage & 
Marking. The overall dimensions of the 
model are fine, except that the fuselage is 
not deep enough at the cockpit when 
compared with photos. 

I completed my Bf 109K in 33 hours, 
typical for a multi-media kit, Experienced 
modelers will find everything they need 
in one package to build an impressive 
late-model 109. —Jim Zeske

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numbers were the same, except for the 
“6 rad” or “8 rad” added to distinguish one 
from the other. All eight wheels were 
powered, and a complex linkage system 
was used so all steered as well. The vehi- 
cle could also be driven in either direction 
by simply flipping over the position of the 
steering column and seat. The transmis- 
sion had six gears in both forward and 
reverse. Early versions of this car featured 
a frame aerial. 

Roden’s SdK fz 263 reminds me of the 
old Matchbox kits; the hull pieces are 
molded in light gray, while the running 
gear parts are molded in black plastic. 
Detail seems a bit light, all of the hatches 
are molded closed, and no figures are 
included. Decals are provided for three 
different vehicles. The instructions con- 
sist of basic exploded diagrams, adequate 
for such a simple kit. 

Usually I like to leave wheels off the 
suspension to make them casier to paint, 
but they would not align properly unless 
they were attached to the lower hull right 
away. With the cement still soft, I placed 
the assembled lower hull on a sheet of 
glass and made sure that all eight wheels 
were in contact while the glue set. Once 
the suspension had firmed up, all of the 
main hull pieces were added. 

I followed the rest of the instructions 
step-by-step, detailing the fenders next. 
Pictures of SdKfz 263s show a lot of 
variations in fender storage. The hull 
grab handles (15F, 16F) were too thick 
for the scale. I drilled small holes into 


the hull to accept the headlight mounts. 

I cleaned up the tubular-frame anten- 
na and repaired a broken cross-piece 
while the antenna was still on the sprue. 
Cleanup distorts the proper round cross- 
section of the frame, so “corrective 
cleanup” was needed, too. One of the rear 
mounting posts was broken, and another 
was badly warped; I replaced them with 
styrene rods. The collapsible post antenna 
(1B) was too thick. 

With main assembly finished, I 
sprayed my armored car with a mixture of 
70-percent Tamiya XF-63 German gray 
and 30-percent XF-8 flat blue for a nice 
Panzer gray. I brushed the areas where the 
decals were to go with Future floor pol- 
ish, but the decals shattered and I had to 
find replacements in my spares box. 

After an airbrushed coat of Polly Scale 
clear flat, I applied a wash of black and 
burnt umber oils, then dry-brushed with 
Panzer gray enamel lightened with white 
oil paint to “pop out” the details. 

The finished model measures close to 
the dimensions in Duncan Crow's 
Armored Fighting Vehicles of Germany 
(Arco). It looks OK, but dedicated small- 
scale armor builders would want replace 
the out-of-scale details and add more of 
their own, The simple construction and 
one-color camouflage scheme allowed me 
to build it in 10 hours.

Tye built two of the kits, so I think I have 
a fix. First, glue a strip of styrene inside of 
one fuselage half along most of the seam. 
This will add surface area to the bond and 
can help align the fit as well. Then when 
it comes time to glue the fuselage halves 
together, concentrate on getting a good fit 
to the top seam and glue it in one session. 
Put the model aside for at least a day to 
cure. Then go back and glue the bottom 
seam. Manipulating the bottom seam 
won't affect the top seam once it has set.

Renwal’s “Fabulous 


Flight’ earliest days in 1/72 scale

in building a 1/72 scale 

model of the aircraft that 
started it all, there’s only one 
option. In 1966, Renwal Products 
Inc. of Mineola, NW., released 
the 1903 Wright Kitty Hawk 
Flyer as part of its 1/72 scale 
“Fabulous Flying Machines” 
series. Each of the three kits in 
the series included two finely 
detailed and extremely delicate 
models of historic aircraft from 
the first years of flight. 

They were some of the most 

ambitious kits ever issued in terms

of simulating actual aircraft con- 
struction. The fragile models had 
delicate black molded-plastic 
frameworks that the builder cov- 
ered with tissue-like “Acro-Skin,” 
described as “A Renwal Exclusive.” 
Builders cut the fragile Aero-Skin 
to shape using a template, then 
glued it to the model's framework. 
None of the actual aircraft repre- 
sented wore markings, so no 
decals were included. 

One kit included the Wright 
Flyer and 1909 Bleriot, while the 
others paired the Curtiss Golden 
Flyer with the Avro Triplane and

the Antoinette with the Voisin 
Farman biplane (both from 1908). 
Renwal Products disappeared 
following a series of business 
takeovers in the mid-1970s. The 
molds for these kits were among 
the many Renwal tools acquired 
by Revell in 1976, but they've 
never been rereleased, According 
to John Burns of the Kit 
Collector's Clearinghouse, these 
kits are currently worth about $25 
each —a far cry from when they 
were new, when you got two 
planes for $1, and glue was 
included! rsm ;
